We 
have rather endeavored to suit ourselves, in 
the hope that so we might, in the end, best 
And 
we are confident that in this we have been 
right. Nor have we ever failed to receive a 
generous degree of appreciation, and a fair 
amount of patronage. ; 
The Pacific was born to live, It has had a 
vigorous growth. It has not yet attained its 


full size ; but at present it can not bear ex- 


panding more. This year its growth must be 
- inward more than outward. We are certain 
it will live, quite sure it will improve, and in 
hopes that it may be more than ever success- 
ful. We have some warnings, and many 
assurances, from the past ; and, on the whole, 
we are encouraged—yea, made confident. 
‘Still, we can not, after our experience, advise 
any individuals or any body of men to rush 
hastily into the business of publishing a 


moral or religious newspaper in this state. It 


is @ more serious business than people ima- 
gine: it is all work—severe, earnest, unre- 


mitted toil. Without the utmost diligence, | 


economiy and pains-taking, the task will be- 
come a burden too heavy to be borne. Two 
or three such papers have failed already, be- 
cause they could not longer be sustained by 
the few upon whom the burden rested. We 
trust there will be no more to meet such a 
fate. A religious paper is a necessity of the 


times: it is a noble, useful, serviceable | 
thing ; but it will pay nothing in money. 


Head, heart and hands must be given to it 
with self-denial and self-sacrifice. The 
work is not without its pleasures and rewards, 
but in it there is no escaping trials, perplexi- 
ties, cares and anxieties, many and of every 
imaginable kind. Crede experto !” 
For ourselves, however, the way is clear. 
Our duty is plain. We can neither hesitate 
© nor falter. We must.go forward, and we will. 


We-can not meet greater obstacles than we 


have surmounted. We can not be more 
gsorely tried than heretofore. We cannot fail 
to get on as well. Our possibilities are many 
—they are great, and we shall reach after 
them. We ask your patience—we solicit 
your help, while we challenge competition 
in hard and earnest work. It is our desire to 
honor God in our sphere: to be serviceable 
tothe churches of Christ, and to be of use to 
the people of this commonwealth. We trust 
we are governed by no lower motives—we 
can have no ambition that is higher. We 
shall rebuke vice; we shall not shun to ex- 
pose wickedness in high places; we shall 
freely condemn errors; we shall treat with 
courtesy those that differ with us, and shall 


_ inculcate the pure doctrines of the Bible. So 


resolving, we bend to our tasks again, com- 
mending ourselves and our enterprise first to 
God and then to the confidence, sympathy 
and support of the good people of California.

Thanksgiving Day.

| Monday evening of the present Week. 

The attendance, we regret to say was lim- 
ited. The circulation of the Bible shd@uld 
commend itself to our community, certainly 
to that portion of it, who consider the scrip- 
tures as the great fountain of religious truth, 
and the general ditiusion of scriptural know]- 
edge, as forming the most secure basis for 
the permanency of our political institutions. 

The meeting was addressed by Rev. Messrs. 
Willey and Rollinson, ina manner that gave 
great satisfaction to those present, a satisfac- 
tion which was manifested by the fixed at- 
tention given to their remarks by the audi- 
ence. | 

The leading idea of the address of the 
first speaker,vas the right which every man 
possesses of securing the Bible, and learning 
its contents, aright growing out of the great 
truth, that infinite wisdom, in giving a reve- 
lation to mankind, knew what truths would 
be beneficial to the race, and how they should 
be propérly expressed, therefore any men, or 
set of men, who should step between God 
and bis creatures, and \prohibit them from se- 
curing the light of his truth, or dictate to 
them the manner of its interpretation, arro- 
gated to themselves an authority and wis- 
dom superior to that of the Almighty. 

The Rev. Mr. Rollinson spoke of the Bi- 


regulating by its moral power, extravagant 
and erratic mavements, and as the mountains 
rose up from the plain and formed a land- 
mark, by which the traveler could. always 
regulate his cqurse and restore himself in his 
wanderings, sq the eternal, immutable prin- 
ciples of God's truth, had in all ages, stood 
forth to direct men back to the right path and 
restore them from their moral and religious 
aberrations. This truth was happily illustra- 
ted by reference to the reformation produced 
in the sixteenth century by the scriptures 
translated and circulated by Luther and his 
associates, and by the voluntary return of the

Christianity, after their experience of the 
practical eflects of intidelity in the blood and 
rapine of the reign of terror. 

We learn that some $500 was raised at the 
meeting for the Society, anda like sum is 
still needed to meet its present wants. All 
friends of the Bible, who have not contribu- 
ted this yeaf, can materially aid its cause at 
this time.

2360 Bibles 14 the English longuage and 
2865 Testaments; 212 Bibles in Foreign lan- 
guages and 273 Testaments—making a total 
of 5812 copies of the Scriptures issued du- 
ring the past year. Of this number, there 
were issued to Auxilliary Societies, 800; to 
Messrs. Allen & Speer, Agents of the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, 1100; to Clergymen in 
O and Washington Territories, 500, to 
the Hawaiian Bible Society, Sandwich Is- 
lands, 150; to Clergymen and others, in the 
laterior, for Depositories, 1000; sold cash 
at Depositories, 1800; granted to Dr. Thurs- 
ton and others for Hotels, 140, to Rev. S. D. 
Simonds for State Prison, 30; to Sabbath

of the Scriptures which have been placed 
aboard vessels, and are thus scattered over 
the globe. | | 
The evidence of the usefulness of the So- 
ciety can be best séen from the work which 
it is performing. It is the medium by which 
the word of God is transmitted from this city 


‘throughout this State and the countries adja- 


cent. By its agency the wants of the most 
distant American settlements to the North 
have been supplied, and the Isles-ef the Pa- 
cific have also received the Law from out 
hands. The light of God's word going forth 
from the Society has glanced on the Mext- 
can States and reached the settlements of 
the Mormons. The commercial position of 
this city will, in. time, of necessity, render 
this Society the depot for the supply of the 
Scriptures to the Pacific coast and 1s ands.— 
We have, then, occasion for rejoicing that 
this Society has been organized in this city 
under the good Providence of God; that since 
its operations have commenced, it has sent 
forth from its Depository 15,000 copies of the 
sacred Scriptures in twelve different lan- 
guges; that it has received such favor from 
tnis Christian community that its operations 
have gradually increased in extent and im- 
portance from yearto year, 
In the work of book distribution in this 
State, this Society has been materially aided 
by sister institutions at Stockton, Nevada, 
Grass Valley and Sonora. These Societies 
have contributed of their means to furnish 
depositories, and circulate the Scriptures in 
their own neighborhoods, and have furnished 
aid to this Society in erecting the Depository 
in this city. eS 
There is at present a debt on this building 
of $3,500, on which interest is paid at the 
rate of ninety-five dollars monthly; while we 
are receiving from rents but seventy-five 
dollars. It should be stated, however, that

have met the interest paid on the debt with 
only a small deficit. The Committee hope 
that assistance may be received at this meet- 
ing to enable them to reduce the debt, and 
that by a more favorable arrangement in re- 
spect to loans, ease the amount of interest

The Dangers of Bad Companionship. — 


The fact that character assimilates by as- 
sociation, is proved to be true continually. 
Individuals inevitably become like the socie- 
ty which they keep. And this is not only 
true when people mingle with such society 
as they “choose, but when they are thrown 
into associations, which, perhaps they would 
not choose if it were were not for considera- 
tions of business or interest. Even then, un- 
fortunately, this silent but certain process of 
assimilation will go on, and the individual 
will approach the common lover. A man feels 
bound to do what those in like occupations 
expect him to do. It is disagreaable to re- 
fuse. .And thus many, young men especial- 
ly, are led away into habits and practices at 
which they would at first have revolted ! 


the drawing of a grand raffle. Printing and 
howling, and pufling for a long time previous 
were not enough to bring it into sufficient 
notoriety. But when it was drawn, extras 
must be issued from the offices of some of 
the daily papers, and the news-boys must be 
set to crying them lustily about the streets, 
as long as the excitement could be kept up. 
And now, if the truth were known, there 
would be found to have been great numbers 


iniquity unthinkingly or unwillingly. They 
were surrounded by a companionship, where 
the wickedness of the thing was glossed 
over, and where it appeared as one of those 
universally popular things that everybody 
takes an interest in. And so they meddled a 
little, as others did, and generally drew 
trash, or drew nothing, which was better. 
Had they been alone, or in different associa- 
lions, great numbers of those ticket-holders 
would never have thrown away their self- 
‘respect by having to do with any such 
schemes. But after they become participa- 
tors, their mouths are sealed, as far as speak- 


concerned. 

Surrounded by such influences, a man may 
be taken along to saloons and theatres. He 
may despise such places. He may detest 
the characters that maintain them. He may 
abhor that which always accompanies and 
surrounds these things. The rudeness, the 
indecency, the heartless trifling, the coarse 
and boisterous mirth, and the open immoral 
ity disgust him, and he may inwardly la- 
ment the idea of being seen among the sup- 
porters of such things. And yet, how could 
he help going! Would it not have been ve- 


ry singular for him:to have refused to go with 


his associates or his customers? Would he 
by it? 

In some places business is all conducted 
in such a manner ageto compel men to leave 
it, or yield every conviction or sound principle 
within them. Take, for instance, the busi- 
ness of merchandise in many if not most of 
our towns. It is common or universal to 
‘trade on Sunday ; and, because it is so, each 
individual who continues in this occupation 
coincides with custom. But great numbers 
do it, at first certainly, at a very painful sa- 
crifice. It costs them hours of ipward pain 
and self-conflict. 

But the moral sentiment of the public is 
at that level. And in his own mind a man 
will gradually approach it, and by-and-bye 
he, too, will be a supporter of the iniquitous 
custom: He becomes assimilated to the 
views and habits of his companionship. 

Let any man look about him upon the cha- 
racter of the society he keeps, and he will 
see atleast the main features of his own. 
And ifany man is dissatisfied with this, if 
Lis mind revolts at the idea of becoming what 
his companionship is, let him know that he 
must forsake all intimacy with it, and seek in 
his leisure better associations, or he will 
never escape. It isin hours of leisure and 
relaxation, when men ate off theit guard, 
that bad society has its worst effect. Let 
every young man have a high sense of right, 
and spend his honrs, and especially his even- 
ings of leisure, far away from all society of a 
questionable or unimproving character, and 
he will be comparatively safe. 

Let every man abandon, at all events, every 
business which his conscience condemns, 
and refuse all intimacy with a bad compan- 
ionship, and then let him use every means 
of improvement and self-culture as are with- 
in his reach, and he need not fear being car- 
nied away by the tide of evil sweeping about 
Us. 

Aman may be what he determines to be, 
here or elsewhere. But he who falls in with 
the associations of the hour, and yields to 
every solicitation of interest or pleasure, 
throws himself away. He is almost sure to

Religious Affairs in Oregon. 
The following letter, addressed to the Pres- 
bytery of San Francisco, has been handed us. 
for publication. The perusal of it will 
awaken a lively interest in the hearts of all 
who look for the prosperity of religion in this 
part of the world. Those from whom it 
comes may be assured of the warm sympa- 
thy of christians in California, in their arduou 


and difficult work : 
Orecon City, Nov. 22, 1854. 

Rev. and Dear Brethren —lIt has fallen to 
my lout to address ie on behalf of the Ore- 
gon Association of Congregational and Pres- 
byterian (N. S.) brethren. Our Sixth Annual 
Meeting was held in September, and was 
composed entirely of ministers, although we 
contemplate a delegation from the churches in 
subsequent years. There are eleven names 
on the roll of members, but owing to various. 
causes, especially our wide separation and 
the expense of getting to the place of meet- 
ing, we can never expect a full assembly. 

A division has been caused in one of our 
little churches during the past year by a de- 
parture of several members to form an OQ. 8. 
Presbyterian church. We are sorry also to 
speak of another division'‘among members of | 
our own body, and the forming of another 
and somewhat antagonistic church. With 
these exceptions we live in harmony and 
cordially co-operate. There may be five or 
six churches which will send delegates to 
our body. See 

We are cheered by the presence of the 
Holy Spirit in our charch, which has increas- 
ed in numbers and graces thereby. Two 
other churches have been consolidating and 
giving more attention and heart to the things 
of Christ. But one of our number as yet 
bears the relation of pastor. ss aa 

Owing to the land law the settlements of 
the territory are very sparse—familhes living 
from a half toa mile apart. The towns are 
small also for the same reason. These facts, 
as you will perceive, make our labor ditiicult 
anc discouraging, but this is increased by 
the fact that those families are of ditlerent 
and very diverse religious persuasions.— 
Hardly enough of one kind ean be found 


and much less a congregation of respectable 
size. In the towns it is but little better. As 
the people are from the west and south 
where the Methodists and Baptists and Cum- 
berland Presbyterians are most numerous, a. 
christian family of our order is a prize. 

The preachers of other denominations are 
twice or thrice more numerous than ourselves | 
—they circulate over the Territory and _ col- 
lect large assemblies in camp meetings, ani 
exert generally an extensive intluence.— 

Their methods of labor and system of control 
over the ministry reach a changing and scat- 
tered population better than ours—they often 
pick up the scattered families of our order 
that we cannot at once reach. With much 
thatis sound and good in their preaching 
and practice there is also much sectarianism, 
and it seems to grow strong and overbearing 
with the growth of a sect: in resisting it we 


and unchristian character. 

The people among whom we dwell have 
had an extensive. experience in all these 
matters at the west, and some of them look. 
coldly on. . There is a loose and. superticial 
intidelity in the land. In the ranks of skep- 
tics are some who once preached the gospel 
with power, and some who once sat at the 
Lord’s table. 

The elevations in business and property, 
caused by the discovery of the mines, have 
been followed, after rapid expenditures, by 
vreat depressions. Some who were rich 
lave become poor. These reverses have 
been good religious lessons to some, making . 
them more thoughttul of heavenly treasures. 

The vices, such as gaming and intemper- | 
ance, Which luxuriate in prosperity, have left 
upon their votaries the dregs of habit to stain 
more deeply and we fear to poison some 
forever. Meanwhile, polities is taking ad- 
vantage of every evil, as well as-every good, 
for its noble yet oiten debased purposes. 

Secret associations are numerous, all elaim- 
ing patronage and favor, and extending their 
demands within the sanctuary. Resistance 
is here as elsewhere made to the “ higher 
law reforms.” “ These are some of the organ- 
ised modes in which depravity shows or 
hides itself among us. Too liable is the 
ministry and the church to bend to these 
things and present the lowest motives of reli- 
gion to the heart. Too ready are we ‘to ad- 
vocate the social charms of the gospel and 
— its earthly advantages. To preach its 
1umbling truths, those which depreciate the 
character of man and exalt God—to discrimi- 
nate between true piety and its mere forms 
and professions, and to enforce christian obli- 
gations with success, we find a difficult and 
trying work. But for the help of the eastern” 
churches we could not be sustained in doing 
this in Oregon a day longer. There are not 
enough here who desire it to support us. We 
teel a still greater need of the prayers and 


co-laborers with us in this gospel. We cor- 
dially extend to you the right hand of fellow- 
ship, desiring and praying that “the kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour may be promoted by 
your labors as well as ours on the shores of 
the Pacific.

Aeipenser acutirostris, Ayres.— Length elev- 
en inches: greatest depth, at about the fifth 
dorsal plate, one seventh of the length. Head 
one fourth of thetotal length. Eyes midway 
in the length of the head. Distance trom 
the nostrils to the snout, one inch; breadth 
of the head at the nostrils, six tenths of an 
inch. Anterior border of the mouth beneath 
the eyes. : 

Top of the head sloping forward in its 
whole length, until the snout becomes thin 
and horizontal, but it does not “shelve off 
suddenly before the nostrils” as in A. trans- 
montanus.

Agriculture. 

Farminc Lanps.—The farming section 
of 6ur State is at present in a very depressed 
condition, owing to the low price of produce. 
Many of the farmers have not made enough 
this season to pay for their hired labor, and 
‘are, financially, worse off than when they first 
putin their crops. Potatoes at one cent per 
pound and wheat at one dollar per bushel do 
not. pay expenses, and the result must be 
that, unless prices very much improve, and 
promise well the coming season, large num- 
bers will forsake farming and quit the valleys 
to find employment in the mining region. 
The quantity of land already cultivated 
in our State is more than sufficient for its 
present population, furnished as they are in 
part with supplies fiom the East. The 
amount of land susceptable of cultivation is 
very great, and much laiger than has hither- 
to been supposed. In acdition to our vallies 
in the central and southern parts of the State 
there are new and fertile ones being diseov- 
ered and opened to improvement in the coun- 
try north of us. A recent number of the

Crescent City Prains, embracing Smith 
River Valley Elk Valley, each from five to 
six miles long, present an undulating sur- 
face intersected by a number of small pe- 
rennial streams.
